manner his personal experiences 
in 
France and Alsace after the armistice 
was signed. Hits letter follows: 
With-the Triumphant Army 


Nov. 
2(i. 1018. 


Since the signing- of the armistice 
bur fords have carried us over a lot 
of-territory. 
"We were in a small town 


some distance. back of the lines in the 
eleventh. 
Then we started 
moving 
about twenty of thirty kilometers a] 
day, 
make up camp until the follow- 


ing- noon and jump ag-ain. The second 
day we crossed both the old frontj 
llnes'.and the frontier. .It was great 1 
crossing- the mountains and seeing: the j 
way tho Bochc had tho road protect- j 
eel ag-alnst Tlviation pictures and an | 
,advance vof the tanks. For the former! 
the camouflage was heavy and plenty, i 
and for-the latter steel rails Imbedded, j 
in concrete and solid reinforced con- 
crete 'pillars'forming a narrow gate- 
way Just large enoug-h for-a sing-Io car 
to get through. 
We found" the vil- 
lages on this side of the frontier In 
gala dress, every . house 
flying 
a 
French flag- and many those of others 
of the allies. Hany of the flags were 
made of colored paper. Lots of them 
were made of colored, sheets and I 
saw one1, made from a petticat with 
the ruffle stilt on It. 
On our second 


Jump after crossing the frontier wo 
saw our first peasant girl in costume 
and got some pictures of her. 
Tho 


mountains on this side seem much 
moro beautiful and the villages neater 
and more prosperous than on the other 
side. Also the villages were not dam- 
aged as they were on the southern 
slope.jThe second night over we spent 
in a Boche barrack. 
The third and i 
fourth nights we spent in a cafe and j 
I. was out on tourney. We'wore then 
about sixty miles behind, tho Boche 
and the Kaiser's youngest won. 
On 
the'tourney all tho .towns we touched 
were''celebrating—red Hg-ht, torchew, 
dancing and parades in the streets and 
lots of glrln in costume. Everywhere' 
the comment on tho lack and poor 
quality of tho food. 
There was danc- 
ing in tho cafes to. Qu'ite a big change 
from what we have experienced. I took 
the tourney again the next afternoon 
and got a trip back Into France, some 
sixty kilometers one way. . It 
was' 


dark long before I got to tho frontier 
no the latter part of the trip was »low. 
Tho road was crowded part of the time 
with released' soldloi-s 
returning: 'to 
France. I stayed at tho hospital for 
about an hour chattlng^wlth those of 
our section -who wore op duty and with 
a returned British prisoner. Ho was 
ono of those who wore BO starved (liv- 
ed on potatoo akin soup,,cats, dogs and 
.mules) that his logs wore not an Inch 
and a half through ,below tho knee. 
Fourteen' of those "that returned at 
the time ho did got holdj of food be- 
fore thoy reached tho official station 
and ato their fill and.died of tho ef- 
fects the next morning.- A young lady 
had ridden over with. the old lady I 
had brought for an 
operation 
and ; 


wanted, to go back, hence my wait >of J 
an hour. 
It was moon light when | 


wo started 
and 
a« we were both 
wrapped 
in blankets we thoroug-1 
ly 
enjoyed 
our 
thirty-seven 
mile. 
drive 
through

of ' France 
and 
Alsace 
across both lines and no man's land 
and tho.former frontier. She believes :

pltal and was given a loaf of army | 
broad to bring back.

German BO between the first-two" we 
had a grand chatt. I took her rl«rht 
to her home some six kilometers out 
of my way, though touring is not al- 
lowed.

K-lrl walk six kilometers for a little 
gas? 
Not a soldier. 
Of course she 
asked me to come and call but the 
next morning we moved on to another 
'tdwn. 
I had the good luck to meet 
the young lady on the street near our , 
quarters an,d she repeated her invita-. 
tion.so I got a few hours' off of tor; 
dinner and put on the best I could 
and took a walk to pay the second call 
since we arrived in France. 
About 


four-thirty, a colonel and major came 
to pay their respects to 
the 
.Klrl" 
father, the major of the town, as they i 
were leaving in the morning. 
The 
major immediately disappeared after 
the first greetings wcrs-over and re- 
turned with a dust colored bottle of 
wine and four glasses. 
We drank to 
the health of the major and to.tho 
French Alsace. 
I wastquitel surprised 


the (Ctrl did not take wine as gencral- 
Iv in France they do. Her father was 


also president of tho manufacturing 
concern of the town. I gathered from 
the many incidents they related, that 
the father and his three daughters 
looked after the sixteen thousand In- 
habitants of the town 
as

would his family. 
We continued to move a few kilo- 
meters every day and on the 22nd 
found our orders were to move to

tenant told us to quietly -steal two cars 
and have our quarters about seven- 
thirty. but be back by two In the 
afternoon.

Wo passed many girls

though we already had seven on the 
car. 
We parked the car inside the 
city gates and then scattered in Pairs 
about tho city. . Scotty Mills and I fol- 
lowed the line' of the crowd across 
tho town to the gate where the troops 
were to enter. 
Everywhere were girl* 


In huge h'air ribbonsj and 
brilliant 


colored dresses. 
We were the only 
ones in military uniforms to be seen. 
/It was quite a. novelty to see so many 
civilians and no soldiers. 
You see 
we were not only the first Americans 
but the first lot of soldiers In 
-- 
When the troops headed by their gen- 
erals came /in, they were met and 
.escorted through town by several hun- 
dred girls In costume .of the secjpr. 
Everywhere were Hags. 
Nearly 
all. 


Frcnc'n. but some of all the. allies. The 
flags of all nations, but one. were 
flying- In. the sunlight. 
Not only on 


main streets, but on • every ally and 
back court tho 
tricolors 
could 
be 


found. -Many places tho Hags on one 
side of the .street touched those across. 
If yo'u could nee the Joy of the citi- 
zen's as thoy saw tho soldiers pass by. 
and if you could talk with them and 
know something 
of what they have 
put up with and hear their statement* 
about the German army, you would 
not doubt that they want to be under 
French rule. We returned to the city 
with all the cars. • Thoy put us in a 
hospital ward, real beds, steam heat 
and running cold and hot water. Right-

his wife addressed us -In English and 
asked if we were Americans. 
He had

were brought and we chatted with the 
madame while her husband corralled 
a couple other American* at ancthof 
table. She told us a great deal about 
conditions and gavo us a new light on 
the war. It took her five months to 
get a pair of shoes. 
Sho had to get 
permission from tha authorities to buy 
£ new dress. Just an ordinary street 
dress cost more than, four hundred, 
dollars. Eggs are thre;C dolla,rs * 'I07' 
Ai; butter six and seven dollars a 
pound: bacon the same, and you had 
.to go to the country to buy it and on 
the sly and run the chance of having 
thing* confiscated if tlhe Ruard>*t the 
station discovered it.

took .a. house in the Voges for most 
of tho war so they could get enough 
to eat. 
She said she had no Idea of 
how the poor people lived, ^ the 
munition workers received only about 
two dollars and a half a day. Tea, 
she said was sixty marks a pound 
(SIB.OO) and coffee, 
chocolate 
and 
plpper were not obtainable at any 
price. Bread was beyond description 
containing everything except »heat 
After tea I noticed that the

amounted to one dollar for two email
